International Line-Up 

Russia will be represented in the Washington, 
D. C. International again this year. 

The Soviet Embassy in Washington has an¬ 
nounced that Garnir, sixth in last year’s re¬ 
newal, and another, four-year-old Flang, will 
take a shot at the $100,000 pot of gold on 
Nov. 11. 

The embassy also announced that most of the 
personnel which handled the Red runners last 
year would return. The returnees include 
Yevgeni N. Domatov, head of the Moscow Hip¬ 
podrome, center of Russian racing, trainer 
Yevgeni Gottlieb and jockey Nikolyai Nazimov. 
Nozimov again will ride Garnir. 

Rounding out the five-man aggregation will 
be E. V. Shashirin, chief veterinarian for the 
Moscow Hippodrome, and P. E. Borovoy, who 
will be astride Flang. 

The decision to participate in the International 
for the second straight year was contained in 
a letter to Joseph T. Cascarella, Laurel executive 
vice-president, and signed by Gregori Volkow, 
agricultural counselor of the Russian Embassy. 

Cascarella flew to Moscow last year to com¬ 
plete the deal which saw Russian Thorough¬ 
breds compete in a race outside the Iron Curtain 
for the first time. 

The entry of Lightning from Peru, and the 
Russian horses brings the field for the 1 Si¬ 
mile grass test to 12 horses. Others in the fold 
are Round Table and Bald Eagle (United 
States), Primera and Nagami (England), Mid¬ 
night Sun and Mi Carina (France), Up and 
Coming (New Zealand), Vogel (Australia), 
Lea-B. (Mexico) and Lightning (Peru). 

The International this year will be contested 
over a new course completed only the past sum¬ 
mer. The strip, a mile in length, and with 
banked turns, replaces the old turf course of 
about seven furlongs that had been the target 
of criticism by some foreign owners and trainers 
in past years. 

Also, the 1959 edition will be the first to be 
started from a barrier. All previous runnings 
were conducted from a walk-up start. It was de¬ 
cided to abandon the walk-up because of last 
year’s rhubarb in which there were several false 
starts and Russia’s No. 2. Horse, Zaryad, was 
left at the post.

G oing, going, gone: The 2ath annual 

Maryland Fall Sales, slated for November 
2 and 3, promises to be one of the largest and 
best-stocked vendues in the history of the sale. 
Two hundred and thirty-three head, topped by 
the Samuel M. Pistorio and John Bromley 
(Cedar Farm) dispersals, will 1^ offered dur¬ 
ing the three sales sessions. 

The Pistorio dispersal (which excludes the 
eleven-year-old stallion, Tuscany) will be held 
at Pistorio Farm, near Ellicott City, on Route 
40. Starting 10:30 a.m. E.S.T., the Pistorio 
horses will be sold as follows: 21 broodmares, 
16 weanlings, the stallion Golden Bull, nine 
yearlings and two two-year-olds in training. 

The Cedar Farm dispersal, which follows im¬ 
mediately, numbers 26 head, consisting of 
broodmares, weanlings, yearlings and the stal¬ 
lions Cedrus, Halter and War Tune. 

Rounding out the first sales session (at Pis¬ 
torio Farm) will be 44 broodmares and wean¬ 
lings consigned by various owners. 

On Tuesday, November 8, 7:30 p.m., at the 
Timonium Fair Grounds, 79 yearlings, the 
greater part of which was originally intended 
for the cancelled Garden State Sales, will go un¬ 
der the hammer. 

In the Laurel paddock, November 3, 10:00 
a.m., 35 racehorses will be sold. 

The sale is a joint operation of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association and the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, the latter serving as sales 
agent. 

Eleven of the Pistorio mares are in foal 
to Tuscany, a son of The Rhymer—Roman 
Matron possessed of high speed and endowed 
with rare courage. In five light campaigns on 
the track, Tuscany won 16 of his 29 starts, was 
second 7 times, third 2 times and only unplaced 
on 4 occasions. His earnings amounted to 
$143,692. 

At two, he won the Maryland Futurity (de¬ 
feating Tenure, Senator Joe, etc.) and the fol¬ 
lowing season accounted for the Oceanport 
Handicap. 

As a four-year-old, he was undefeated in two 
starts, winning the Rowe Memorial Handicap 
under top weight of 123 pounds. 

Soundest as a five-year-old, (he was plagued 
by a calcium deposit under a suspensory) he 
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again carried top weight to score a repeat in 
the Rowe Memorial, and added the Toboggan, 
Salvator Mile (setting a new mile record of 
1:37 2/5) and Boardwalk Handicaps. He was 
second in the Jamaica and Olympic Handicaps 
and third in the Baltimore Spring Handicap. 

In his only start at six, Tuscany won an al¬ 
lowance race at Atlantic City. 

His sire, the late The Rhymer, begot the 
sensational Vertex, winner of two $100,000 
handicaps in eight days last winter; the world- 
record holder, King Rhymer; the Colonial 
Handicap winner Versify; the track-record 
holder Singing Beauty, Rare Music and Blue 
Rhymer. 

Roman Matron, dam of Tuscany, foaled, 
among other winners. Princess Lygia, winner of 
the Miss America, Hyde Park, Pollyanna and 
Arlington Lassie Stakes and Misty Isle Hand¬ 
icap. 

At stud, Tuscany has sired the stakes winner 
(and course-record setter) Vendetta, the stakes- 
placed Old Timer and the winners Big Blade, 
Corso, Headwind, Major Watson, Pajamas, 
Sally’s Buddy, Trapeze Doll, Tuscanaway, Tus¬ 
can Flash, Alley Bap, Big M., Have Nice Luck, 
Sunny R., Tuscany Belle, Pentameter, Tuscan 
and Tuscany Girl. 

Tuscan gave promise of developing into one 
of the season’s more promising two-year-olds be¬ 
fore being temporarily sidelined this past sum¬ 
mer. 

Glancing over the list of Pistorio mares to 
be sold, one notes the stakes winner Big Night, 
Ellen’s Spy, Zaca Days, Verna Lee, Flash Bulb, 
Cosmic Miss (she has a Native Dancer year¬ 
ling) and Side Saddle. The latter was a good 
turf course performer in Mrs. Henry H. 
Hecht’s silks. 

’’Pressure of business” prompted Mr. Pistorio 
to sell his Thoroughbred holdings. He plans to 
keep Tuscany and later syndicate him. A con- 
structioneer, Mr. Pistorio routinely changes the 
’’face” of the countryside. And there is no bet¬ 
ter example of his handiwork than 800-acre 
Pistorio Farm. Purchased about six years ago, 
he transformed the property from a marshy tract 
into one of Maryland’s rural showplaces. He has 
constructed a fine 18-hole golf course (Turf 
Valley) on the property and presently is en-

gaged in erecting an elaborate clubhouse. 

In explaining his decision to sell out, Mr. 
Pistorio stated that his construction firm has 
handled a greater work load this year than in 
any three years previous. He has built the Ala¬ 
meda Shopping Center, and buildings for Gen¬ 
eral Electric, Westinghouse, Fuller Brush, 
Jewel Tea, Proctor Electric, Weston Biscuit, 
Solo Cup and other companies in the Baltimore 
area. His present project involves the erection 
of a $5,000,000 food warehouse for the A & P 
Company. It is to be one of the largest and 
most modern buildings of its type in the coun- 
try. 

In losing Mr. and Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio, 
the Maryland breeding industry suffers a seri¬ 
ous blow. In recent years their farm has pro¬ 
duced the stakes winners Devils Verse, Princess 
Lygia, Tuscany, Singing Beauty, and, of course, 
Vertex, although the latter was bred by Frank 
A. Piarulli. 

Larry McPhail, owner of Harford County’s 
Glenangus Farm, also is withdrawing from the 
commercial breeding market. He sold 19 in-foal 
mares at Keeneland and plans to sell his younger 
stock at year’s end. 

LARGE L: When the promotional minds 
behind the new Aqueduct dubbed the mam¬ 
moth $33,000,000 plant the "Big A,” immedi¬ 
ately there was a rush to cash in on the huge 
New York track’s popularity. A press release 
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out of New York, in outlining the improve¬ 
ment program at Laurel, dubbed the Schapiro- 
owned course as the "Big L.” This is as bad as 
betting on horses by number, or walking up to 
the drug counter and asking for a tube of GL-70. 
If this keeps up, nobody will know what any¬ 
body is talking about. 

The International track would be properly 
described as "Lavish Laurel.” 

While complete details on Laurel’s new 
courses are given elsewhere on these pages, the 
opportunity to congratulate Messrs. Schapiro 
and Martin on their splendid job should not be 
allowed to pass here. Maryland racing owes 
these gentlemen a vote of appreciation and con¬ 
fidence for their efforts to keep the local sport 
on a plane commensurate with its once high 
reputation. 

Laurel’s fall meeting, if not the whole autumn 
racing season, is highlighted, of course, by the 
$100,000 Washington, D. C. International. 
Again this year a stellar field has been attained. 

It appears to be one of the feature’s finest. 
Certainly the new mile turf course and tape 
start should please the foreign horsemen who 
will be the management’s guests for the Vet¬ 
eran’s Day contest. 

CHECK THAT: Since releasing its stakes 
dates for its November 13-to-December 15 
meeting, Pimlico has found necessity to abridge 
the schedule. Dropped from the list is the Pim- 
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lico Special, oldest invitational race in the coun¬ 
try. Added is the $10,000 Riggs Handicap, to 
be run at a mile and a sixteenth over the turf 
course on Saturday, November 14. 

Another change involves the $20,000-added 
Gallorette Stakes, which had been calendared 
originally for November 14. It has been moved 
to Wednesday, November 18 to avoid a sched¬ 
uling conflict with the Vineland and Frizette 
Handicaps, both of which are for fillies and 
mares at a mile and an eighth. Under the re¬ 
vised plan, the Vineland is to be run at Garden 
State Park on November 11, the Gallorette on 
November 18, and the Frizette at Aqueduct on 
November 26. 

With the abandonment of the Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial, the Futurity moves up to the forefront on 
the Pimlico agenda. It is to be decided Satur¬ 
day, November 21. The two-year-old fixture, 
which is expected to gross in excess of $125,- 
000 , is staged at a mile and a sixteenth. 

In announcing the discontinuation, at least 
temporarily, of the Pimlico Special, track offi¬ 
cials were disposed to believe that the race "had 
outlived its usefulness.” They pointed out that 
the Special hadn’t provided a Horse of the Year 
since 1953, when Tom Fool set a track record 
while under wraps in one of the most impres¬ 
sive performances in our memory. 

While it is true that in the last five years 
the Special had not "crowned” a Horse of the 
Year, no one can dispute the over-all quality 
of its winners. Helioscope (1954) certainly 
ranked with the best of his age and there was 
no faster weight-carrying star in training at the 
time of his victory. Sailor, which won the Spe¬ 


cial as a three-year-old in 1955, was just blos¬ 
soming into a topflight handicap horse at the 
time of his score. Only a few months later, this 
handsome Brookmeade chestnut came to grief 
in winning the $100,000-added John B. Camp¬ 
bell Handicap. His story is one of the tragedies 
of the decade for the feeling here always has 
been that this vastly underrated colt would have 
gone on to great accomplishments had not mis¬ 
fortune intervened. 

Summer Tan (1956), coming back from a 
near-fatal embolism, was enough horse to give 
the mighty Nashua all he wanted—and then 
some. Promised Land (1957) went on the fol¬ 
lowing year to demonstrate that his victory was 
no fluke. He came into the Special on the heels 
of victories in the Knickerbocker, Roamer and 
Idlewild Handicaps. And from the Special he 
triggered a pair of $100,000 triumphs in the 
San Juan Capistrano and Campbell Handicaps. 

As for Vertex, winner last year, he was un¬ 
questionably the best horse in training at the 
time. He entered the Special carrying a string 
of important wins and emerged from the mile- 
and-three-sixteenths race to go on to even 
greater heights. A few months after his home¬ 
town victory, he became the first horse in his¬ 
tory to win two $1(X),0(X) races at different 
tracks in the space of one week. 

LEGEND IN HIS TIME: Willie Shoemaker, 
whom Jockey Eddie Arcaro has tabbed as heir 
apparent to the Master’s throne, became the 
youngest member of the National Jockeys Hall 
of Fame last month. The 28-year-old craftsman 
now making a strong bid for an unprecedented

total exceeded only by Earl Sande (571) and 
Eddie Arcaro (443). 

The only technicality which prevented the 
98-pound Shoemaker from being elected for 
the Hall of Fame earlier was a rule which stipu¬ 
lates a rider must have ten years’ saddle experi¬ 
ence to be eligible for nomination. The Shoe 
rode his first winner April 29, 1949. 

Also enshrined in the Hall of Fame were 
Mack Garner, king of the western racing cir¬ 
cuit prior to his death in 1936, and Cal Shilling, 
who had a brief but spectacular career from 
1904 to 1912. 

Selections are based on a tally of mail-in bal¬ 
lots by racing and sports writers and commenta¬ 
tors all over the country. 

Unveiling of portraits of the new Hall of 
Fame members will take place at the annual 
dinner-dance of the Maryland Racing Writers’ 
Association, November 28. 

HOME AWAY FROM HOME: Cumber¬ 
land, which received racing commission permis¬ 
sion to stage its meeting at Hagerstown when 
faced with an acute horse shortage, posted gains 
during its 12-day transplanted meeting. The 
daily average handle was $227,823, an increase 
of $25,198 (12 per cent) over 1958 figures 
when the meeting was held on the track’s own 
property. 

Attendance showed an imperceptible gain— 
five customers spread over 12 cards. The average 
crowd was 4,095. 
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S. H. Hensen, L. T. Hempt and White Ring 
Stable finished one-two-three among the owners. 

Away Shegoes, Don Jr., Miss Rook, Arch 
Rival and Jean Ann H. were the leading money¬ 
winning horses. 

Willie Clark, Frank Northcutt, Linwood 
Weakley, Arthur Chambers and Freddie Kratz 
took honors among the jockeys. Clark gained 
21 wins from 68 mounts, while Apprentices 
Northcutt and Weakley dead-heated for second 
with ten wins apiece. Northcutt, who commuted 
between Hagerstown and Shenandoah, rode just 
20 mounts, so his percentage is a remarkable 50. 

L. E. (Mandy) Torreyson was the leading 
trainer with seven wins. D. Hench, E. H. Kirk, 
O. Mourar and Joe Serio, Jr., finished in a four¬ 
way tie with four winners apiece. 

Hagerstown^ which followed on the heels of 
Cumberland, sustained drastic cuts in both crowd 
and betting figures. Attendance was down 28 
per cent while the wagering dipped 31 points. 

The expansion of the West Virginia sched¬ 
ule at Shenandoah Downs and Charles Town 
has issued a serious challenge to the Maryland 
half-milers. Plagued by a shortage of horses, and 
a resulting decline in business, the call is out 
for help. Two tentative proposals have been 
advanced; one calls for consolidation of tracks, 
the other night racing. 

PASSING OF PANORAMA’S FOX: On re¬ 
turning to Maryland from summering in Maine 
with her mother, Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat found 
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an old friend missing. Her stallion, Whirling 
Fox, a 14-year-old son of Whirlaway—Mar- 
guery and once the pride of Mr. Fitz’s shedrow, 
had died as the result of a heart attack on 
August 29. He had suffered a heart seizure in 

July- 

Whirling Fox’s racing career was cut short 
by a broken sesamoid. He also had the misfor¬ 
tune to come along in the same crop as Cita¬ 
tion. As it was, however, he won the Long 
Branch Handicap and was second in the Futu¬ 
rity (to Citation), the Hopeful, Grand Union 
Hotel and American Legion Handicap. He was 
third in the U. S. Hotel. 

The son of a Triple Crown winner, out of a 
full sister to the Triple Crown winner Gallant 
Fox, never got the opportunity at stud that his 
peerless pedigree warranted. With limited and 
nondescript mares at his command. Whirling 
Fox sired Swap Fox, winner of the Heresy and 
Eclipse Stakes in Canada, and the winners Bala¬ 
clava, Clever Defense, Susie J. and Whirling 
Billie, among others. 

When his foot injury precluded the resump¬ 
tion of his racing career, Mrs. Simon T. Patter¬ 


son bought the colt from Belair Stud for her 
daughter, Mrs. Bliss Flaccus. Mrs. Hullcoat pur¬ 
chased the son of Whirlaway in 1955. Mrs. 
Hullcoat still stands the old gentleman, Alaking, 
at Panorama Farm. 

MARYLAND-BRED GRAND NATION¬ 
AL WINNER: Sanford Stud Farm’s Sun Dog, 
a five-year-old son of * Hunters Moon IV—Sun 
Dance, by Swashbuckler, bred by Miss Julia M. 
Fisher, came on with a str(^g rush October 22 
to win the Grand Nationat'Steeplechase Hand¬ 
icap by six lengths. Bred in Maryland by Miss 
Fisher, the daughter of Janon Fisher, Jr., the 
gelding established an automatic course record 
for 'about three miles” at the new Aqueduct 
track. His time, under 137 pounds, was 
5:42 2/5. 

Tommy Walsh rode the Holly Hughes- 
trained winner. 

In four seasons Sun Dog has started 40 times, 
won 3 races, been second 8 times and third 7 
times. His lifetime earnings reached $42,140 
in the Grand National. 

As a three-year-old. Sun Dog won the Louis 
E. Stoddard Jr. Stakes upon the disqualification

Arabians At Laurel 

Laurel Race Course will be the scene of the 
first purebred Arabian horserace in this coun¬ 
try on November 11, the day of the Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. International. Mrs. Garvin 
Tankersley of Bethesda, Md., secretary of the 
Arabian Horse Owners’ Foundation, and John 
D. Schapiro, president of Laurel, jointly an¬ 
nounced recently. 

The race, to be known as the Arabian Cham¬ 
pionship, will be held at 11:45 A.M. on Inter¬ 
national Day, prior to the first race of the pro¬ 
gram. The newly-built main or dirt course will 
be the arena for this unique competition. The 
distance is to be 2 p 2 miles. 

Apprentice jockeys and exercise boys will 
handle the Arabians, and the start will be made 
from the starting gate in the chute at the Lead 
of the homestretch. The weight for each v/iil 
be approximately 115 pounds. 

The Arabian Championship will be a non¬ 
betting affair, with the winner to receive a 
trophy presented by Laurel Race Course. 

It is estimated that at least 14 horses will 
compete, all being sent to Laurel at their own¬ 
er’s expense, from such places as Portlai.J, Ore., 
Walnut Creek, Cal., Cambridge, Ill., Brooks- 
ville, Fla., South Bend, Ind., Rock Island, Ill., 
Winston-Salem, N. C., Winter Haven, Fla., 
Columbia, Tenn., and Bethesda, Md. 

The race has received strong support from 
Laurel president Schapiro, who made this state¬ 
ment at a press luncheon in Washington: 

’The idea behind the Arabian Championship 
fits in perfectly with what we are attempting 
to do at Laurel, and we are proud of being 
associated with it. Through the Washington, 
D. C. International, we are endeavoring to 
match various Thoroughbred strains from all 
corners of the globe in a championship event, 
and I can’t think of a more fitting race than 
the one Mrs. Tankersley and her associates will 
present on International Day, to go along A^ith 
our purpose and objective.” 

James P. Dean of Charlottesville, Va., presi¬ 
dent of the Arabian group, said that his group 
was ’extremely grateful to Laurel for giving 
the purebred Arabian horses the chance to com¬ 
pete in this history-making distance event, as 
it gives the American-owned Arabians the same 
chance to exhibit their speed and stamina as 
they do in Middle-Eastern countries.”

O ctober rolled in with the half-milers 
still looking for horses. Hagerstown 
struggled through with competition (at night) 
from Shenandoah through its entire 12-day ses¬ 
sion, and finished up with a handle 30 per 
cent below that of 1958. 

Marlboro, also bucking Shenandoah, was 13.7 
per cent behind last year. 

Bel Air, running early in the season and fol¬ 
lowing Pimlico, was only eight per cent under 
the previous year. Timonium was down 17 per 
cent. 

Cumberland was up 12 per cent, but that is 
a misleading statistic. The meeting was run at 
Hagerstown this year, because practically no¬ 
body thought to take horses to Cumberland. 

Marlboro opened with about enough horses 
to run every other day if horse owners could 
be convinced that 48 hours was enough time 
between races. 

Horses started pouring in right after the 
meeting got under way and the problem of fill¬ 
ing cards became a trifle less difficult. At the 
same time, the horsemen who patronized the 
meeting got plenty of action. Sam Bogley s Poor 
Shah s Dish got into three races in the 12 days 
and won all of them, to run an unbeaten string 
to six (one through disqualification) and his 
season’s total to nine. 

G. K. Patton’s Wolf Hills gathered in two 
wins and two seconds in four tries. 

A fellow with a good hard-working horse 
did well enough. 

Dr. John A. Hoy’s Adapt, in winning the 
Marlboro Nursery, made his dam a 1(X) per 
cent producer. 

The mare. Disparage (by Fighting Fox),gave 
the Hoy family Amplitude and Augment before 
Adapt. Augment, incidentally, came out in a 
running mood at Garden State on October 22, 
and galloped home to win a $5,000 claiming 
event. The significance of the victory was not 
so much in the company he defeated but in 
the price he paid. 

Augment, trained by Dr. Hoy’s sons, John 
and Bill, has been on the "Horses to Watch’’ 
list of a few relatives and friends of the family. 
The three-year-old colt has done little to cement 
the bonds of friendship, or increase the warmth 
of affection among kinfolk. 

After Augment showed "indications’’ this 
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past summer at Delaware at odds of 70 to 1, 
the relatives and friends, and their friens felt 
the time was ripe. 

When the big race came up, it was one of 
those days when everybody was busy and no¬ 
body could get off to go to Delaware. 

Finally a volunteer showed up who was out 
of work, out of money, out of gas and had one 
weak tire. By the time he had been financed, 
gassed and given a short prayer for his tire, 
it was 90 minutes to post. 

He was bid bon voyage by the syndicate 
members with some misgivings. During the 
next hour and one-half the investors sat around 
dreaming about 70 to 1, wringing their hands 
and telling one another, "Oh, he’ll make it all 
right.’’ 

At five minutes to post, the telephone tinkled 
in the office of one of the Augment backers. 
The call was "collect,’’ a dire omen. 

It was the unemployed courier. 

Garcia was not going to get the message. 

The weak tire had collapsed. 

At the moment it was a sad blow to the 
syndicate, but it proved to be a stroke of Provi¬ 
dence. Augment finished third and the closing 
odds hadn’t been anything like 70 to 1. Aug¬ 
ment went off at 10 to 1. 

The next time, the friends of Augment were 
ready. There was no last-minute scramble to 
get to the track. The money was there long 
before post time. 

Augment finished fourth. 

He won in his subsequent trip, paying $5.60 
for $2, when practically none of those who 
regularly watch Augment were watching. 

The exception was a young lady who plays a 
game called "horseracing’’ with a kind friend. 
This friend has a telephone, and the lady will 
call him and mention the name of a horse. If 
he says, "Check,” the game is on, and if the 
horse wins, he pays a forfeit, usually, the amount 
of the mutuel. If the horse loses, the lady pays 
a forfeit. 

After Augment won, most of those who had 
stopped "watching” him too soon, decided to 
start watching again. 

He threw in several races that were very 
discouraging to horse watchers. So when he 
made up his mind to win on October 22, only

Toody and Bantam 

At Madison Square Garden on Saturday eve¬ 
ning, November 7, there will be competition 
for ponies in two divisions, from England and 
the United States. 

There will be six English and six American 
ponies with six alternates. In deciding who 
would compete from this country, 48 ponies 
were selected and were collected at Devon this 
past October 4. 

In two divisions, 24 small and 24 large, the 
ponies were judged 40 per cent on conforma¬ 
tion, 40 under saddle, and 20 over two fences. 
The decision was extremely hard for the five 
judges since these ponies were of the best and 
displayed their finest form 

Maryland was fortunate in having two rep¬ 
resentatives picked for the top six. Mr. Joseph 
Mulldoone from Bethesda owns the fine pony 
Roll Call which was selected in the Large, while 
Miss Toody Amoss s Bantam, was one of the 
top choices for the Small. 

Toody Amoss, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hamilton Amoss, Jr., of Fallston, was over¬ 
whelmed when the final decision was made, 
since the Amoss’s had not been invited for the 
competition. Toody and Bantam had already 
entered in both Harrisburg and N^ York. As 
it meant showing in the Garden, they sent 
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Bantam’s points to the committee for a possible 
invite at the last minute. They received an in¬ 
vitation a few days prior to the day they were 
supposed to be at Devon. 

Upon their arrival Toody discovered that all 
ponies were being measured. Bantam just had 
been shod and showed up too big for the Divi¬ 
sion. It was quite a problem trying to get a 
blacksmith to reset Bantam, and when this was 
finally accomplished there was hardly time to 
get ready for the class. 

Toody, now ten years old, has been riding 
since she was three, under the handling of 
Catherine Bosley, of Timonium. She started out 
showing in Lead Lines classes, winning the first 
one she entered. Upon entering the ring she 
looked over to her mother and shouted, '’I’ll be 
right out mommy; soon as I get my prize.” And 
this she did. 

The Amosses bought Bantam about three 
years ago, just before Harrisburg entries closed. 
They entered her there and Toody placed with 
a second and a fourth. About two years ago, 
Toody decided that she would like to try riding 
sidesaddle, and found it to be great fun. She 
often hunts with the Elkridge Harford Hunt 
this way and quite often shows in Corinthian 
classes sidesaddle. 

It is not known who will be asked, but next 
year the English wish to have the American 
Pony Team in England for competition. 

Asked if she would go if they were invited, 
Mrs. Amoss replied, "I wouldn’t miss it!” 

Here is hoping that our six ponies come out 
on top this year in what should be a very in¬ 
teresting event tO' watch .—Peggy Ensor

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The Color of your Horse 

By Philip de Burgh-O’Brien 

Have you any decided prejudices for or 
against the coat-color of your Thoroughbred? 
I know some who have, today. I know of own¬ 
ers and trainers who look with disfavor on liver- 
colored horses, and blacks; a few still dislike a 
gray. Why is it? Admittedly, this has always 
been a controversial subject with racing folk. 
The most amazing recorded story is that of the 
British aristocrat who shot every black foal at 
birth. 

Before the birth of the celebrated racehorse, 
Eclipse, a book was published in 1734 by Ger- 
vase Markham, called, '’The Compleat Jockey.” 
Many of the colors mentioned have since been 
bred out of racehorses, which appears to be just 
as well as the compilers of race cards would be 
hard pressed to condense some of them into the 
modern style of b.c. or gr.f. indicating, of course, 
bay colt and gray filly, respectively. 

Gervase, a noted horseman and breeder of his 
day, has this to say to his public: "Now as to 
his color, for the color of the horse is much to 
be observed by reason one color is far better 
than another, though there be good horses of all 
colors. 

"The best colors, as the most experienced do 
affirm, are the roan, lyard (streaked with gray), 
the white, the bay, the sorrel (this was actually 
the name of the famous mount of King Wil¬ 
liam III), the dapple gray, the flea-bitten, the 
black, the iron-gray, and the white, but above 
all, the bay is chosen and accounted the best 
both by the French and the English, especially 
if the blacks have a star in their foreheads, 
and their feet spotted with white spots. 

"The lyard for courage is esteemed; the mouse- 
dun and grizzled were formerly in great esteem 
as was the dapple-gray and such as come near¬ 
est them, the iron-gray, the white sorrel and 
brown-bay. Others commend the black, espe¬ 
cially if he has a white star in his forehead or 
be streaked with white down his face. 

"The black if he be not mingled with silver 
hair nor any white about him is naught for 
service. The flea-bitten horse is always good for 
travel and other labors, and will hold out the 
best of any.” Further on he gives his own pref¬ 
erence: the Lyard—can any reader tell us what 
this color is, accurately? This I can tell you, 
Gervase had no time to waste on chestnuts! 
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James C. Hooper, Baltimore policeman, whose 
hobby is horses. **Uncle Jim** as Mr.

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Washington International Horse 
Show

Marylanders could find plenty of causes for 
rejoicing in the six-day Washington Inter¬ 
national Horse Show, where the riding star was 
Hugh Wiley, the Free State’s only representative 
on the United States Equestrian Team. 

Wiley, whose transcontinental schedule per¬ 
mits him very little time these days at his Tow- 
son home, won four classes in a three-day period 
for the grand champion international jumping 
trophy, with 22 points for the title of best indi¬ 
vidual rider. 

Closest behind Wiley was Brazil’s Nel¬ 
son Pessoa with 19, but actually the eventual 
champion had cinched his position so early in 
the game that the race was virtually settled two 
days before the show ended. Hugh was in the 
ribbons on the show’s opening day, but really 
hit his stride when he captured the second phase 
of the international competition with his own 
Nautical. 

Pessoa brought forth some loud ' olays” from 
the audience by winning the Saturday afternoon 
class with a high-flying little import named 
Relincho. But that night, the story again was 
all Wiley’s; Nautical, still in his best form, won 
another blue, this time over Mexico’s Ricardo 
Guasch on Can Can. 

By the time Sunday’s two performances 
rolled around, Wiley’s popularity was soaring. 
Just his appearance at the in-gate brought forth 
hearty rounds of applause, and he lived up 
to the somewhat dazzling publicity he’d been 
receiving by taking both the matinee and eve¬ 
ning versions of the international battle. The 
equine hero of Sunday afternoon was the gray. 
Master William. A few hours later, it was 
Nautical again. The distaff contingent went 
wild, and the quiet and mild-mannered Wiley 
was besieged by autograph-seekers. 

With a busy campaign still ahead of him, 
Hugh scratched his mounts from Monday 
night’s class, even though it awarded double 
points. Each rider had two horses, with the best 
aggregate score chosen, and the winner was one 
of Wiley’s teammates, William Steinkraus, with 
Ksar D’Esprit and Trail Guide. 

The Wiley horses also earned another respite 
when George Morris replaced Hugh on the team 
at the Pennsylvania National Horse Show, which 
followed closely behind the Washington Inter¬ 
national. 

Another Maryland resident, teen-ager Bobbie 
Gardner, won a difficult class when she was 
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awarded the Virginia Horse Shows Association 
equitation championship, from a field of seven 
finalists who had been competing all season with 
this event in mind. 

The seven contestants took a long written 
examination at 10 a. m. Sunday (many of them 
faced with horse show classes beginning at 
noon) and then were judged for about 90 
minutes on their horsemanship in the ring. 
Bobbie’s mount was her well-established cham¬ 
pion pony. Moonbeam, which had no other 
classes in the show because there was no pony 
division. 

Emily K. Bryan placed second behind Bobbie, 
and third went to still another Maryland rider, 
Janet Goldberg of Bethesda. 

Most of the hunter championships went far 
afield, but a rank outsider did take the reserve 
green working hunter title for the Maryland 
rooters. It was Mrs. Henry Obre’s delightful 
little gray mare. Gaiety Girl, a gift last year from 
a friend in Ireland. After Mrs. Obre disen¬ 
tangled the shipping tags from the filly’s mane, 
she was sent to Virginia for her early schooling, 
and was shown at the Washington show by 
Dave Kelly, the New York rider. Mrs. Obre 
made a special effort to attend the show, even 
before Gaiety Girl began winning, because she 
never had seen the mare over fences before.

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Equine Practitioners' Survey 

The following summaries are compiled from 
a questionnaire sent to equine practitioners by 
the Grayson Foundation. Any space you can 
give this in your publication will be greatly 
appreciated and should help promote badly 
needed research for the horse. 

The purpose of the questionnaire was to ob¬ 
tain a survey of the practicing veterinarians 
research needs in their practice. Their response 
was most gratifying, both as to numbers and 
to the thought put into their answers. 

The racetrack practitioners gave highest prior¬ 
ity to soundness with general anesthesia, con¬ 
dition of 'Tied Up” and influenza follov/ing. 
Farm vets stressed breeding problems and virus 
abortion. Those with a mixed practice tied in 
reasonably with the above as did those in the 
academic field. The study of nutrition was given 
high priority by all groups and can be assumed 
to apply to their other needs, such as sound¬ 
ness. The parasite question proved interesting 
in the large number considering this of second 
importance. This would mean the problem is 
not acute but further work is needed to main¬ 
tain and improve methods of control. 

The problem for Grayson Foundation is to 
put into effect a research program to cover 
these needs. Financial support is the obvious 
answer. As complete coverage cf these fields 
costs a great deal, we must do the best we can 
with the means available at this time. Our virus 
abortion program at the University of Kentucky 
is, in the broadest sense, a study of diseases 
of the horse, particularly the respiratory com¬ 
plex, since it has been proven that the abortion 
virus is identical with one of the viruses that 
cause influenza. The parasite program at the 
same institution is concerned with testing and 
evaluating drugs for horses, which should fill 
the need as indicated by our survey. 

Some of the needs of the practitioners can 


be taken care of by their own cooperation and 
with allied services without basic research. An 
improved general anesthesia should be handled 
by the drug companies. 

Summaries 

The attached tabulation summarizes the results 
of the questionnaire sent to equine practitioners by 
the Grayson Foundation early this year. Eighty-nine 
questionnaires were returned in time for tabulation 
(40 per cent response). The classifications were as 
follows: Importance of horses in practice, full time— 
42; more than half time—27; less than half time— 
20; Thoroughbred—75; Standard-bred—43; Quarter 
Horse—32; Pleasure or pony—49; Area of practice, 
racetrack—42; farm—54; mixed—25; academic—11. 

The questionnaires were divided into five groups, as 
follows: More than half time (1) racetrack—12; 
(2) farm—16; (3) mixed practice—33; (4) less 
than half time in one group—17; (5) academic—11. 

The following questions are grouped into research 
areas for consideration of research projects by the 
Foundation. The leading 21 questions are covered 
and include all the items of major importance to the 
groups in paragraph 2.

Therapy.
